Morton and Mrs. H arrison had a "number 
of callers during the day. 
For a tim e this afternoon General H ar­ 
rison was besieged by newspaper corre­ 
spondents, who were in a flutter of excite­ 
m ent over the report published in New 
York this morniDg to the effect tb at Blaine 
had been offered and accepted the State 
portfolio. All efforts on the part of the 
correspondents to induce Genera! H arrison 
to talk upon the subject proved fiat failures. 
Im m ediately after his 
election General 
H arrison caused to be m ade know n to the 
press representatives th at he would neither 
affirm nor deny any newspaper rum ors or 
stories regarding himself or what he pro­ 
posed to do. 
H e has observed this rule 
with 
a 
tenacity 
and 
rigidity 
that 
em inently characterize his 
disposition, 
and 
when 
appealed 
to, 
on 
the 
ground 
of 
its 
extraordinary 
nature, 
to give some expression regarding the 
Blaine report, he replied with considerable 
emphasis: 
" It makes no difference what 
is the nature of the report, nor through 
w hat channel it comes. 
I cannot allow 
myself to be troubled with questions about 
such things. 
If I say say anything once I 
should be expected to again, and you can 
see w hat it leads to.” 
The Associated Press correspondent, in 
conversing with Mr. M orton late this after­ 
noon, incidentally 
m entioned that the 
Blaine story seemed to have caused a good 
deal of excitem ent in Eastern political cir­ 
cles, judging from the character of the press 
dispatches. Mr. Morton rem ained as dum b 
as a sphinx upon the subject. 
It may be 
stated, however, that no one can be found 
—of those who arc about General Harrison, 
and would be likely to know —who places 
any credence in the reported tender of the 
State portfolio to Mr. Blaine. 
Vice-President-elect and 
Mrs. Morton 
will conclude their visit to-morrow, and 
leave for hom e at 4 o’clock in the after­ 
noon, stopping over Sunday in Buffalo. 
Mrs. M orton is anxious to return to her 
children, and is feeling indisposed. She did 
not accompany Mr. Morton down to the 
city to-night to the brilliant reception at 
Tom linson’s H all. 
TOE MORTON RECEPTION. 


I n d ia n a p o lis . December 14th.—The p u b ­ 
lic reception to-night tendered at Tom lin­ 
son’s H all to Vice-President-elect and Mrs. 
Morton by the citizens of Indianapolis was 
the most brilliant affair of the kind ever 
witnessed in the city. T he great hall was 
tastefully decorated with flowers, bunting, 
banners, and pictures of General H ariison 
and the distinguished guest of the occasion. 
Shortly after 8 o'clock Mr. M orton en­ 
tered, accompanied by Mrs. H arrison, and 
followed by General H arrison, escorting 
Mrs. Bergland. They took their places in 
the center of the long line of distinguished 
fuests. 
N ext to General H arrison and 
Irs. Bergland stood Mrs. J. R. McKee, 
the handsom e daughter of the Presi­ 
dent-elect. 
w ith 
her sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Edward 
McKee. 
Then (followed 
Gov­ 
ernor 
and 
Mrs. 
Gray, 
M ayor 
and 
Mrs. 
Denny, 
Pierre 
Gray 
and 
wife and others. 
At the head of the line 
stood the Vice-President-elect w ith Mrs. 
H arrison. 
On the floor of the hall,around 
the side, had been placed seats, which were 
quickly filled, and perhaps 2,500 people 
were seated in the galleries watching the 
brilliant spectacle before them . 
The crowd was adm itted at the front en­ 
trance on Market street, and passed slowly 
down the hall in line, two abreast, and 
shook hands with Mr. M orton and General 
Harrison. 
M any of 
them 
also shook 
hands 
with 
Mrs. 
H arrison, but after 
half an 
hour 
the 
ladies, 
becoming 
tired, stepped back and occupied seats the 
rem ainder of the evening, Mrs. H arrison 
occasionally coming forward—sometimes 
to the General’s side and again by the side 
ot Mr. Morton. 
The stream was an end­ 
less one, and extended far down through 
the hall into the street and nearly two 
blocks distant. 
Everyone m ust get "at the 
end of the line before they could enter. It 
is estim ated that 
10,000 people passed 
through the hall, not all of whom, how ­ 
ever, had a chance to shake hands with the 
President and Vice-President-elect. From 
2,000 to 3,000 were turned away. 
About all the society people in Indiana­ 
polis were present, and as m any, if not 
more. ladies than 
gentlem en. " Shortly 
after 10 the party retired.

boomers for Jam es G. Blaine m ade a big 
play to-day for his appointm ent as Secretary 
of State under the next A dm inistration. It 
was announced that w ithin a few days 
correspondence 
between 
President-elect 
H arrison and Mr. Blaine would be made 
public signifying the desire of Mr. H arrison 
to give Mr. Blaine this position, and Mr. 
Blaine’s w illingness to take it. 
There is 
no doubt but that a regim ent of Biaine 
backers in New England, who can see no 
prospect of bread and butter ahead in the 
event that Mr. Biaine does not become a 
m em ber of H arrison's Cabinet, are doing 
everything in their power to foist the Maine 
statesm an upon the public in general and 
H arrison in particular. 
Some tim e ago the readers of these dis­ 
patches were informed that Mr. Biaine, on 
his W estern political tour prior to the elec­ 
tion, declared that under no circumstances 
would he be a candidate for anv Cabinet 
appointm ent. 
To-day the attem pt is being 
made to put Blaine to the front as an appli­ 
cant lor the Secretaryship of State. 
There 
is no proof to confirm this report. 
If 
Blaine desires this appointm ent he has not 
thus far personally requested it of General 
H arrison, and the coterie of Indinnapoli- 
tans nearest to H arrison—such men as New, 
H usted, H alford and M ichener—are op­ 
posed to Blaine entering the Cabinet. 
The only thing that gives credence to the 
report is that Sherm an will not take the 
portfolio of State, if that m eans the elec­ 
tion of Governor Foraker of Ohio a9 his 
successor in the United States Senate. Sher­ 
m an believes th at Foraker attem pted to 
sell him out at the Chicago Convention, and 
he wishes to punish the Governor for his 
alleged treachery. 


Ca l if o r n ia ’s c h a n c e s. 
In the m idst of alt the speculation and 
gossip respecting the disposition of the of­ 
fice of Secretary of State, and the rival 
claims of W arner Mil'.er and T. C. Platt 
of New Y’ork for the Treasury portfolio, it 
m ust be consoling for the Californians to 
know that among the leading Republican 
politicians in Congress the feeling is daily 
growing stronger that a Cabinet position 
will be given the Pacific Coast. The only 
thing requisite to obtain it for California 
is harm ony and concert of action among 
the Republican leaders in that State. 
Of 
all the Senators there is probably no one 
who stands closer to the President-elect 
than Senator Spooner of W isconsin. 
H e 
has visited H arrison since the election and 
presum ably knows som ething of his in- 
teptions. To your correspondent to-day he 
said : “I have not heard any discussion 
respecting the appointm ent of á member ot 
the Cabinet from the Pacific Coast. 
I did 
not expect to hear any argum ent upon this 
proposition. 
I have looked for such an ap­ 
pointm ent as a m atter of course, but who 
the m an will be I cannot tell. The princi­ 
pal thing for the Republicans on tbe Pacific 
coast is to agree on some good man and to 
stand by him . 
BLAINE AGAIN. 
Respecting Mr. Blaine's acceptance of 
the Secretaryship of State, Senator Hale, 
in an interview to-nieht, said that he had 
not heard anything about it. 
He said that 
he felt quite sure that Blaine would be 
offered the place. 
H e did not speak by 
any inform ation from General H arrison. 
H e concluded th at Blaine would be Secre­ 
tary of State under tbe new A dm inistra­ 
tion, because it was a natural thing to ex­ 
pect. 
Blaine’s nam e was naturally the first 
one assccia*ed in the public m ind with the 
position. 
It was a piace he had held cred­ 
itably for a short while, and one for which 
he was most em inently filled. 
It was be­ 
cause of his position in the party and his 
prom inent qualifications th at the Senator 
expected Mr. Blaine would be offered the 
portfolio. 
Senator Frye said: 
‘‘I know nothing 
whatever about the stories. 
They may or 
m ay not be true. 
They are gotten up 
very stroDgly, though, and they m ay be 
founded on a pretty solid rock.”

Sharon, 
appellee, on appeal from the U nited States 
Circuit Court for the N orthern District of 
California was, on motion of H enry E. 
Davis for appellee, docketed and dismissed 
with the costs. 
In October, 1883, ex Senator Sharon be­ 
gan suit against Sarah A lthea H ill to have 
pronounced his aliened m arriage contract 
with Sarah A lthea H ill a forgery. 
In Sep­ 
tember, 
1888, 
the 
case 
was 
subm it­ 
ted to the United States Circuit Court, and 
a decree was rendered in Sharon’s favor by 
Judges Deady and Sawyer. 
Sawyer, in 
the m eantim e, having died, the decree was 
entered as of September 29, 1885. 
Subsequently an appeal was taken by 
Sarah Althea and her husband, Judge 
Terry, but nothing was done on the appeal, 
and the motion to dism iss was granted. 
The rules of the Court require that in cases 
of appeal the record shall be sent w ithin

By consulting a map of Central Amer­ 
ica you will see that the G ulf of Xiooya 
(of which Punta Arenas is the port), is on 
the western shore of Costa Eica, tucked 
up snugly under thg wing of a projecting 
reef, and southward, sailing over some 
leagues of tossing sea, is Panama. 
The voyager along these western coasts 
feels in the depths of his soul, or rather 
his stomach, that the name Pacific has 
been misapplied. 
Especially is thii true 
if be comes down from San Francisco in 
one of the many small coasters (as has be­ 
come quite the fashion of late), and most 
■welcome relief is experienced when the 
long-rolling, nausea-provoking billows of 
the open sea give place to the little white- 
capped hillocks of breezy Nicoya. 
And 
the view is equally gratifying to eyes 
wearied with the sight of “ water, water 
everywhere.” 
On the right of the small 
gulf, standing as a watch-tower guarding 
the entrance, is the grim volcano Herran- 
dura, with the dun-colored Islands of Cano 
sleeping in its shadow ;

he mist, and 
as the morning vapors melt away, loftier 
mountains come into view, further up the 
gulf. 
Nearing the coast, clusters of small 
islands suddenly appear, as if just arisen 
from the deep— all flat, barren, brown and 
scrubby; but whose foundations are laid in 
coral and peari. 
The wind, blowing from 
shoreward, grows perceptibly warmer, and 
the sea, now thronged with life, throbs and 
whispers beneath the keel. 
A ll manner of 
craft literally cover the water, and from a 
forest of flagstafis droop the colors of all 
countries. There are French flags, German 
flags, English, Spanish and Russian flags, 
the dear, familiar Stars and Stripes and 
the Union Jack, floating'gaily beside those 
of the several republics and confederations 
of Central and South America. 
Most of the larger vessels have awnings 
stretched from stem to stern to protect 
their timbers from the blistering sun of 
this latitude— a needed precaution. Swarms 
of smaller boats—scows, rafts, bungoes, 
piraguas—are busy as bees, flying between 
ships and shore, laden with freight. Nicoya 
has an inner and an outer harbor, and in 
the latter all vessels must anchor which 
draw more than seven feet of water— fully 
three miles from the landing-place. 
The inner harbor, formed by the main­ 
land and a sandy promontory, over which 
the town of EueLta Arenas is scattered, is 
accessible only to small schooners, coasting 
sloops aud piraguas. 
The outer harbor is 
safe, capacious and easy of access, and in it 
merchant vessels are obliged to break their 
cargoes and send them ashore on scows or 
“lighters,” a tedious and wasteful opera­ 
tion, entailing risk as well as expense. 
It is generally high noon, when the 
heat is fiercest and the tropic coast looks 
least inviting, before you arrive at the 
landing—or as near to it as shijis can 
come. 
Across the intervening league of 
bounding billow you may be conveyed as 
best suits yonr purse or pleasure. Passage 
on a scow, raft or bungo, with emigrants, 
Indians or whatever indiscriminate com­ 
pany may happen to crowd it, will cost 
you only a rnedis (six cents) with the 
chance of a social shower-bath (probably 
needed by most of the passengers) from 
the first salty wave. 
A piragua (“ bird ”), 
with just room enough for the boatman 
and two passengers, cannot he hired for 
less than a dollar; and in either case, 
should the tide 1* low, the last fifty yards 
of the journey must be made on the hack 
of a bare-legged native over a stretch of 
slimy mud. 
1 can testify, from sad expe­ 
rience, that those few yards are more try­ 
ing to nerve and Yankee “ g r it” than a 
voyage around the world would be under 
ordinary circumstances. 
The Costa Ki- 
cans are a puny race, far inferior physi­ 
cally to the sturdy Anglo-Saxon, and their 
limbs are alarmingly shaky when put to 
the test of 140 pounds of female avoirdu­ 
pois, with probably twenty pounds more 
of gripsack, cloak, shawl and other para­ 
phernalia—all of which for a fearful five 
minutes trembled in the balance above a 
bed (soft enough, to be sure) of knee-deep, 
greenish slime. 
From Puenta Arenas to Panama City is 
a pleasant sail of from three to five days, 
according to the caprices of wind and 
weather. 
This great Isthmus, the hyphen 
of the New World, really belongs to South 
America, being owned and controlled by 
what is now known as the United States of 
Colombia. 
But though South American 
in laws and customs, it is of far more im­ 
portance to the northern portion of our 
hemisphere than to the southern, and is 
now chiefly monopolized by North Amer­ 
ican interests. 
W hile Northern 
school-children are 
being taught a great deal about Lapland, 
China, Madagascar, and even the interior 
of the Dark Continent—how many of our 
educators are aware that more than forty- 
eight m illions of civilized people live in 
the Spanish-American States immediately 
adjoining our own ? 
How many of our 
wisest statesmen know that the annual 
commerce of those Southern neighbors 
amounts to over seven hundred millions of 
dollars, which goes steaming and sailing 
past Northern ports on the way to Eng­ 
land, France, Spain and Germany, almost 
entirely ignoring the I'nited States, whose 
law-makers are too busy airing their wis­ 
dom on tariff and trade, and legislating 
for creeks and cross-roads, to pay attention 
to this momentous question? 
Can any­ 
body explain why the various peoples of 
the Western hemisphere should seem to 
have no interests in comqion, but should 
carry their choicest productions across the 
sea ? 
A marked improvement in the way of 
common interests seems to have taken 
place duiing the last ten years. 
Mexico 
now has American steamships on both 
oceans, American newspapers, railroads, 
machinery of all kinds, and more Ameri­ 
can money than her own invested in her 
mines. 
Nicaragua has made a treaty of 
the greatest consequence with the United 
States, and is soon to achieve an American 
inter-oeeanic canal, and though M. de Les- 
seps is yet digging his ditch across Col­ 
ombia, the Americans have had a railroad 
in Panama for more than thirty years. 
Looking on the map again you will ob­ 
serve that the isthmus is shaped like an 
arch, curving from east to west for about 
300 miles (varying in breadth from thirty 
to seventy miles), presenting its convex 
side to the C'arribean sea, while its con­ 
cavity is occupied by the Bay of Panama. 
T his beautiful sheet of water, extending 
upward from the Pacific, is exactly 130 
m iles across, and flows nearly as far inland. 
Its shores, for the most part, are low and 
swampy, and so famous for deadly fevers 
that the most adventurous mariners are 
content to view them from a respectful 
distance. 
Scattered all about the bay, particularly 
on the eastern side, are numerous islands, 
where the sailors stop for provisions, sup­ 
plies of pure, cool water, avoiding the constituting a

being this of Panama, and San Miguel, a 
little farther to the eastward. 
For nearly three hundred years our 
sailors sailed up and down, on both oceans, 
gazing at the frowning mountain wall 
whose highest peaks pierce the clouds, be­ 
fore it was discovered that this hyphen of 
the hemispheres is not all rugged heights 
and fever-haunted swain;*', but that a large 
portion of it consists of low hills, alter­ 
nated by fertile valleys and undulating 
plains, watered hv maDV streams, covered 
with excellent timber, and capable of 
yielding in greatest abundance most of the 
productions of both tropical and temperate 
zones. 
The chief crops of the Isthmus to­ 
day, (cultivated mainly for the purpose of 
supplying the transit), are corn, coffee, 
cocoa, rice, sugar, tobacco and bananas. 
The virginal forests, however,yield greater 
wealth in their abundance o f mahogany, 
tulip, India-rubber, and other valuable 
trees, while in their primeval solitudes 
jalap, vanilla, storax, indigo, and other of 
nature’s valuable commodities flourish un­ 
disturbed! 
• 
As to mineral wealth, the question is 
yet a mooted one, no extensive researches 
having ever been made. 
It is generally 
believed that the isthmus is not as prolific 
of gold and silver as the countries to the 
north and south of it, though mines of 
copper, Coal, iron and salt are now being 
worked with profit, and g o !1 has been 
found in paying qnantitie 
In an lent 
times the coasts were famous for thoi 
pearl fisheries, but now they are nearly 
abandoned. 
The climate is the most seri­ 
ous drawback to industries of all kinds. 
In Panama the dry season lasts from De­ 
cember to June, and during the remaining 
months of the year the rainfall is prodig 
ious. 
Especially during July, August and 
September, it rains incessantly, as only it 
can raia in the tropics, when literally the 
“windows of heaven” seem opened anew as 
in Noah’s time. 
Throughout the annual 
season of deluge western winds prevail, 
sending heavy swells even into Panama 
bay, which tranquil sheet of water is other­ 
wise entirely undisturbed by wind or sea. 
Ho sheltered anti protected is the harbor 
by the islands on one hand and mountains 
011 the other that destructive tempests are 
never kuown there, the only perils being 
in the shape of sharks and calenturas. 
The city of Panama, the principal sea- 
]>ort of the Colombian Republic 011 the Pa­ 
cific side, presents an imposing aspect from 
the sea. 
It stands at the head of the bay 
on the southern shore of the isthmus, occu­ 
pying a rocky peninsula which extends 
some distance out into the shallow waters. 
Though the famous Panama harbor is one 
of the safest and most commodious in the 
world, vessels of more than eighty tons 
burden cannot approach the shore, but 
must anchor at Perico Island, three miles 
distant. 
This old fortified town, whose wide, clean 
streets extend across the tongue of land 
from sea to sea, is quaint enough to inter­ 
est the most blase tourist. 
Though now 
crumbling to decay, its massive buildings 
show traces of former grandeur, being con­ 
structed in the ancient Spanish style, of 
solid stone, with inside juitois, or court 
yards. 
Previous to 1740 (when the trade 
to the Pacific first began to be carried 
around Cape Horn), Panama city was the 
principal entrepot lietween Europe and 
the western coasts of America. 
From that 
date, however, it began to decline, and 
since the independence of the Spanish 
American States and the opening of other 
Pacific ports, its down-hili progress has 
been very rapid. 
Immediately after the 
discovery of the California gold mines, in 
the historic days of ’49, Panama recuper­ 
ated to a considerable extent, though to 
nothing of its former consequence. 
Its 
population is now about 20,W0, and it is 
chiefly important as being the terminus of 
the Panama railway. 
It has some trade 
of its own, principally with Europe, in 
pearls, pearl shells and mother-of-pearl, 
and gold dust (all found in the vicinity); 
besides fruits, nuts, dye stuffs, hides, and 
other 
products 
of Colombia 
and the 
Isthmus. 
Among the sights of the town which en­ 
gage the attention of travelers are a lieau- 
tiful cathedral and half a dozen inferior 
churches, each with its chime of bells; 
several splendid convents, a Jesuit college, 
the 
Governor’s 
palace, Mint, Custom 
House, and other public buildings. 
The 
former City of Panama—seat of the Span­ 
ish colonial Government, and built by the 
Spaniards in 151S— stood six miles north­ 
east of the present city, and is now a dis­ 
mal heap of ruins. 
That rascally bucan- 
eer, Sir Henry Morgan, destroyed it in 
1810, and soon afterward the existing city 
was begun. 
In Panama harbor the daily rise and 
fall of the tide is from twenty to twenty- 
seven feet, making it particularly well 
fitted lor the building and repairing of 
ships. 
Both at Panama and Aspinwall 
(the other end of the railway) there is a 
British landing, as well as an American 
landing, for loth countries send numerous 
ships to either terminus of the railroad 
designed to connect with those of the same 
line of vessels which arrive at stated inter­ 
vals on the opposite sides of the Isthmus 
the

railway transferring 
freight and passengers from one to the 
other.

OLD WORLD ECHOES. 


AMERICA ENNOBLING THE BRIT­ 
ISH ARISTOCRACY.

["or the R e c o r d U n io s . 1 
Anniversaries of events in their coun­ 
try’s history are appreciated by English­ 
men in an inverse ratio to the influence 
on national affairs which those events may 
lie sup¡>osed to have exercised. 
The truth 
of this remark is forcibly borne out by 
comparing the late enthusiastic celebra­ 
tion of Guy Fawkes’ Day with the entire 
lack of popular iuterest shown in the bi­ 
centenary of the landing 
on 
English 
shores of the Prince of Orange. 
The sort 
of deliverance effected by the latter was 
every bit as important as the destruction 
of the Spanish Armada, the tercentenary 
of which was made the occasion of great 
public rejoicings last J une. 
In a histori­ 
cal sense, the landing of the Prince of Or­ 
ange at Tor Bay in 1088 is the most im­ 
portant event in British chronology since 
the battle of Hastings. 
The anniversaries of the Gunpowder 
Treason and the destruction of Philip’s 
flotilla serve but to mark the nation’s de­ 
liverance from consequences which, what­ 
ever disaster they boded to the Kingdom, 
were of inferior importance to the ousting 
of the Stuarts. 
The former were negative 
blessings only, but the bloodless revolu­ 
tion of the seventeenth century was a 
jroxitne blessing, whose influence continues 
to make itself felt in this two hundredth 
anniversary of its happening. 
That the 
meager preparations which were made to 
celebrate this event did not appeal with 
much interest to the court and aristocracy 
can be easily understood, by reflecting on 
the character of the personage whose ad­ 
vent it commemorates. 
The latter was a 
revolutionist, though a royal one, and the 
first English King who had the temerity 
to break with the traditions of his prede­ 
cessors to rule by “ Divine right.” 
That the descendants of the people, how­ 
ever, for whom the Declaration of Rights 
was passed (a measure only second in im­ 
portance to Magna Charta) should beso 
little exercised over this two hundredth 
anniversary of the landing of their deliv­ 
erer, is as hard to understand as if Ameri­ 
cans should dispense with their rejoicings 
on the Fourth of July. 


A M an W ith o u t an A n cestry . 
As soon as the American negto seeks to 
rise above the level of the former time he 
finds himself confronted with the past of 
his race and the woes of his kindred. The 
white man traces his ancestry back for 
generations, knows whence 
they came, 
where they lived, and guesses what they 
did. 
To the American negro the past is 
only darkness, replete with unimaginable 
horrors. 
Ancestors he has none. 
Until 
within a quarter of a century he had no 
record of his kindred. 
H e had no father, 
no mother—only a sire and dam. 
Being 
bred for market, he had no name, only a 
distinguishing appellative, like that of a 
horse or a dog. 
Even in comparison with 
these animals he was at a disadvantage; 
there was no “herd-book” of slaves. 
The 
remembrance of this condition is not pleas­ 
ant, and can never become so. 
It is ex­ 
asperating, galling, 
degrading. 
Every 
freedman’s life is colored by this shadow. 
Thus the life of the negro, as a slave, freed­ 
man and racial outcast, offers undoubtedly 
the richest mine of romantic material that 
has opened to the English-speaking novel­ 
ist since the Wizard of the North discov­ 
ered and depicted the common life in Scot­ 
land. 
The negro as a man has an im­ 
mense advantage over the negro as a serv­ 
ant, being an altogether new character in 
fiction.— A. HI Tourgtc in the December 
Forum. 


As Mr. Gladstone ages he gets more 
optimistic, and with increasing years ex­ 
hibits a marked tendency to take hopeful 
views of atliiirs which less sanguine tem­ 
peraments than his can only contemplate 
with misgiving.

sites within these inclosures. 
One of the 
boxes, as intimated above, was addressed 
to Inspector Kleé, but as no letter was re­ 
ceived with the boxes, Mr. Coquillett sup­ 
posed that Mr. Klee had concluded to send 
him the entire consignment, so he placed 
this box of parasites under the tent along 
with the others. 
The parasites were sent in two small 
wooden boxes, a tin one, and a glass case 
containing living plants infested with white 
scales, upon which the parasites could sub­ 
sist during their long journey to this coun­ 
try. 
The parasites were of four kinds, one 
of which lives in its preparatory stages 
within the body of the white scale, ulti­ 
mately causing its death, while the three 
other kinds catch and devour the festive 
scales, something as a cat catches and de­ 
vours a mouse. 
Two of these latter kind 
are the young of lady-bugs, and are ex­ 
ceedingly voracious; when they were trans­ 
ferred to the inclosed orange tree each of 
them seized upon the first white scale it 
met with, and did not relinquish its hold 
until nothing remained of the luckless 
scale except the empty skin. 
The wooden boxes which contained the 
greater number of the parasites that live 
within the bodies of the white scales were 
brought over on ice, in order that their de­ 
velopment might be retarded as much as 
possible and the parasites he placed under 
the tent while yet in their preparatory 
stages. 
The perfect fly, after issuing from 
the pupa state, which is assumed within 
the body of the scale, lives only about nine 
days, during which time pairing takes place 
and the eggs are laid. 
It was, therefore, 
desirable to retard the issuing of the flies 
until they were placed among scales upon 
which they could deposit their eggs, other­ 
wise the flies would issue and perish before 
reaching their journey’s end. The wisdom 
of this proceeding is seen by the fact that 
already over a hundred flies have issued 
from these two boxes. 
This parasitic fly, which rejoices in the 
euphonious 
appellation 
of 
Leslophonut 
iccryae, is a thick-set, black, two-winged 
fly, in general appearance resembling a 
common house-fly, hut is only about one- 
fourth as large. 
It attaches its eggs to the 
bodies of the younger white scales, and 
from each of these eggs hatches a minute 
footless maggot that bores its way into the 
body of the scale and for about three 
mouths thereafter lives at the expense of 
its victim; then having reached its full 
growth, it assumes the pupa form and in 
the course of a week or so is changed to 
the winged fly, hut before this takes place 
its victim has passed beyond the borders 
of bugdom. 
In one of the white scales re­ 
ceived from Australia were fourteen pup: 
of this fly, hut the usual number is from 
two to four. 
Mr. Coquillett proposes to get these par­ 
asites well established upon the trees he 
has inclosed, after which they will he dis­ 
tributed to the fruitgrowers who are desir­ 
ous of colonizing them upon their own 
trees. 
The 
prospect is certainly very 
promising, and there is every reason for 
believing that good results will follow this 
first attempt at importing and colonizing 
parasites of imported insect pests.

their own living (to say nothing of chil­ 
dren) whose earnings are less than one 
dollar and three-quarters a day. than he 
will of those whose earnings are more. 
W hat is the aspect of life to this vast body, 
constituting a majority of the people of 


The overcrowded state of Westminster 
Abbey suggests that some other place will 
have to be found for those of England’s 
illustrious dead, for whom, did space ad­ 
mit, the earth of the national Waihalla 
would constitute their last resting place. 
The “great majority,” however, have so 
thronged its vaults, that at most room cau 
be made for twenty more, and while the 
congested state of the crypts has long been 
suspected, the announcement comes almost 
as a surprise that the dead of the present 
generation will lie the last to he deposited 
in them. 
Westminster Abbey enjoys a 
mortuary record of 1,200 years, and con­ 
tains in its recesses the dust of more war­ 
riors and statesmen than have ever been 
grouped together under a single fane. 
It 
is the solitary British institution which 
has never been abused, for of the present 
silent incumbents of the vaults none has 
dared to challenge the right of any to lie 
there. 
Interments at Westminster Abbey are 
not matters of every-day occurrence ; and 
though an appreciable interval of time 
must elajtse before the last funeral pageant 
passes up its nave, the recollection of those 
who, in point of years, are ripe for this 
honor, enables us to check them off on our 
fingers. 
The Quaker tribune is in his last 
illness, and will certainly monopolize a 
portion of that mold to which his older but 
still robust colleague must presently come. 
The latter is the contemporary of the 
laureate, who, 
of all men outside the 
services and Parliament, has the best claim 
to the Abbey’s shelter. 
Before, however, 
the last of this trio is gathered in, many 
interments will have taken place of indi­ 
viduals who, less distinguished than they, 
have nevertheless, by their achievements 
in arms or the contributions to science, 
merited the honor of a burial at St. 
Stephen's. A few years more and the perch 
or so of ground still available for the pur­ 
pose of sepulture w ill be occupied, but be­ 
fore that time the problem of finding 
a 
new 
hall will 
have 
to be faced. 
Those who come to its shade will find 
themselves preceded by august company, 
for W ellington lies here, so does Nelson, 
the less distinguished fane obtaining for 
their bones advantages of isolation that 
could never be afforded in the case of 
Westminster Abbey. 
For the statesman 
the knowledge that a British Premier re­ 
poses in the crypt may reconcile him to its 
civic rawness, while for the warrior, who, 
like W ellington, may take a passive part 
in those honors which a grateful nation 
has voted him, next to the Abbey, the vast 
Cathedral Church of St. Paul is by all odds 
the most fitting place of sepulture. 
•' Here in stream ing London's central roar 
Let the sounds o! those he wrought for, 
And the feet of those he fought for 
Echo round his bones forevennore.”

A S h ip m en t o f A u str a lia n S c a le -D e stro y ­ 
ers fo r C a lifo rn ia . 


[ Los Angeles Tim s.] 
In Thursday's Times appeared a short 
dispatch from San Francisco, stating that 
•State Inspector Klee was mourning over 
the loss of a box of Australian parasites 
intended for him, but which, by mistake 
had been sent to Los Angeles. 
It trans­ 
pires that these parasitic® were collected 
at Adelaide, Australia, by Albert Koebele, 
whom Professor Riley of the L'nited States 
Department of Agriculture dispatched to 
Australia last August for the purpose of 
obtaining and forwarding parasitic and 
other insects that prey upon the white 
(cottony cushion) scale. They were brought 
to Han Francisco free of charge by one of 
the steamers controlled by J. D. Spreckels, 
and were consigned to D. W. Coquillett, 
of Los Angeles, one of Professor R iley’s 
agents. 
Mr. Coquillett, in conjunction 
with J. W. W olfskill, of this city, has in­ 
closed two orange trees belonging to the 
• latter gentleman, and has placed the para-

A SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA PAPER 
TELLS POINTED TRUTHS.

In se c t D isea se s. 
In Bulletin No. 4 of the Minnesota E x ­ 
periment .Station (Itto Lugger, the En­ 
tomologist of the Station, gives a most ex­ 
cellent paper on “Fungi W hich K ill In­ 
sects— Especially a® Affecting Chinch- 
Bugs and Locusts.” 
The diseases treated of by Mr. Lugger 
are only those that are produced usually 
by the microscopically small fungi, or 
flowerlcss plants. 
Many of our food plants 
are attacked in mnch the same manner as 
the insects are, by such fungi as rust, 
blight, mildew and smut, which are repro­ 
duced by means of spores, which, falling 
upon or entering the 
proper 
tissues, 
whether animal or vegetable, grow rapidly, 
producing eventually either a slow or a 
sudden death. 
Insects seem to he most freely attacked 
by fungi during rainy seasons, when their 
dead bodies may lie found clinging to 
plants or hiding under hoards or rubbish, 
the nature of their death being clearly in­ 
dicated by a white thread-like or cottony 
mass surrounding or imbedding them. 
A 
good example of this is the common 
house-fly, which may frequently be found 
clinging to window-panes 
during 
the 
autumn, imbedded in such a white ma- s. 
Certain forms of bacteria, or fungi, con 
sisting of single cells, destroy great num­ 
bers of the silk-worms in European coun­ 
tries, and in this country many species of 
butterfly larvae are attacked, among them 
the larvie of the cabbage butterfly. These 
bacteria may be introduced into the larvae 
with their food, which has been contami­ 
nated by a diseased one, or by some other 
meaus. 
When the larvte feed in large 
companies, the disease spreads very rap­ 
idly. 
Mr. Lugger's account of how one of 
these fungi, a species of the genu.s Ento- 
mophthora, attacks the chinch-bug in the 
field, is very interesting. 
He says: 
“The 
fields invaded by the disease afford a truly 
edifying spectacle to those not interested 
in the welfare of the cliinch-bugs. 
They 
looked quite panic-stricken, anil moved 
about in a slow and dazed way, figuratively 
speaking, as if badly scared. 
And weíl 
they might he 1 
The victims of the dis­ 
ease could be seen everywhere by thou­ 
sands; they had been slaughtered in all 
kinds of positions, hut they were usually 
fastened to the blades and stems of grass, 
or to the leaves of young clover. 
All 
showed plainly that their last and strong 
determination in life had been to hold on 
as long as possible; their legs were firmly 
planted upon the substance where the bug 
happened to be; others had only their 
beaks inserted, and were dangling by it in 
the free air.” 


P o u ltry in th e O rch ard . 
W hile it is undisputed that an orchard 
is one of the best places in the world in 
which to establish a poultry yard, we have 
also found poultry to be excellent for fruit 
trees. 
W e have sixteen Shockley apple 
trees, now 7 years old, standing in and 
around our poultry yards. 
Some of those 
standing directly in the runs of the fowls 
have as many apples as any of the five trees 
on the outside. 
This is conclusive evi­ 
dence that the one is beneficial to the 
other. 
The chickens destroy all bugs and 
other insects that prey upon the trees and 
fiu it; at the same time they keep down 
all grass and weeds and keep the surface 
of the ground well scratched up and in a 
mellow condition, thus promoting 
the 
health and vigor of the trees, causing them 
to bear larger and ljetter crops of fruit. 
Some of the trees in our yard are literally 
hanging with nice apples, and so heavilv 
laden we are compelled to keep the limbs 
well propped to keep them from breaking 
down 
Shade is one of the indispensables 
about a poultry establishment during the 
summer moDths, and it is certainly better 
and more profitable to have some good va­ 
riety of fruit. 
We at the same time get 
the needed shade while we get a bountiful 
supply of delicious fruit, if of the right 
kind. 
W e should certainly advise all to 
have orchards for poultry and poultry for 
orchards, for the one will be greatly bene­ 
fited by the other.— Poultry Guide. 


The San 
Bernardino D aily I rules of 
December 
7th 
contains 
the following 
pointed, honest and comprehensive state­ 
ment of facts concerning the foolish sec­ 
tional expressions and methods indulged 
by a portion of the press and people of that 
part of the State to prevent the flow of im­ 
migration from being turned from that 
part of the State to the central and north­ 
ern portion: 
The fact that people are being daily di­ 
verted from South California to Northern 
California, and that Northern and Central 
California are enjoying a decided boom, 
with thousands of strangers and settlers 
pouring in there, while South California 
is “getting the go bye” right straight 
along, is attracting much attention, and all 
sort* of reasons are being advanced for the 
situation. 
And the situation seems des­ 
tined to continue, for, when the people in­ 
terested are told what is the matter, they 
refuse to listen, and deliberately blind 
themselves to palpable facts. 
The real faets are that the people of 
Southern California lioid their property 
too high, and their rent* are too high. 
Those who are diverting the stream of 
immigration from our doors know this 
and they make the most of it. 
W hat do 
our people do to meet it ? 
W hy our news­ 
papers declare that the representatives of 
Northern and Central California are lying 
about Southern 
California. 
That is all 
that is done. 
There is hardly a day passes 
that some of the Los Angeles papers do 
not wax indignant at the lies the ruuncrs 
for Northern and Central California tell 
about South California. 
If they were 
lies it would do but little harm. 
But the 
fact is their assertions are the truth. 
A representative of Northern or Central 
California tells a party looking about that 
rents are cheaper farther north, and when 
the tenderfoot gets there he finds it true. 
The writer pays §30 a month for a suite of 
rooms in San Bernardino. 
H e has paid 
only §18 for a better suite ¡n San Fran­ 
cisco, only §20 for a better in Sacramento, 
and only $15 for one as good in Woodland; 
while he knows bv observation while visit­ 
ing those places that in Oakland and Han 
Jose the same rates of prices range. 
It is not going to do to tell an Eastern 
visitor that the people of the North are 
lying about us. 
As soon as he gets there 
he finds that it is the people of South Cal- 
fornia who are doing the lying. 
It is the 
same way in the price lands. 
They are of­ 
fered much cheaper in the northern and 
central parts of the State. 
It don’t do to 
say that they are lying, for the printed 
price lists show they are not. 
Ho we resort 
to singing such siren songs as the follow­ 
ing, taken from the Riverside Enterprise: 
“The claim is made that a large percent­ 
age of the immigrants coming to this coast 
now are people with small means, who 
wish to make their capital reach as far as 
it will, and are consequently heading for 
Tulare and neighlioring counties to invest, 
because the land there is still sold at much 
more reasonable figures than here. 
If 
these deluded people could be shown the 
difference in the value of the land in the 
sections to which they are going and 
the 
land 
we 
have 
here, 
few 
would 
go there; but right here is the 
diffi­ 
culty; many think that California land 
is California land and just alike every 
where; they do not know that it requires 
from five to ten times as much land in the 
section spoken of for the man to make a 
living from as it does here; this then 
should he shown to these people by all 
honorable means, and it should he seen to 
that these jieople have it all explained, 
that while they are obliged to pay §200 
per acre for iand here, ten acres is an 
abundance to make a first-class living from 
and it is cheaper property for them to buy, 
than to pay §50 an acre for land when it is 
next to impossible to make a living from 
fifty acres of it.” 
The foregoing is simply another case of 
lying on the part of South California. 
There is no difference in the value of 
lands between the sections. 
The soil and 
climate are very much the same, and in 
Northern and Central California there are 
thousands of acres of land on any ten 
acres of which just as good a living can be 
made as on any ten acres in Houth Califor­ 
nia. 
The writer can recall the Capay and 
Berryessa valleys in Yolo county, the Mo­ 
raga, Sunol and Livermore valleys in A la­ 
meda county, another Berryessa valley in 
Santa Clara county, the Sonoma valley, 
the entire lower foothill region of Placer, 
Sacramento, Yuba and Butte counties, 
through all of which he has traveled ex­ 
tensively and frequently. The ramification 
of many branch roads of the railway sys­ 
tem of that part of the State have opened 
many of these valleys to settlement within 
the past year, and just as good land can be 
had there for §50 or §100 per acre as San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles people ask 
§150 to §500 per acre for. 
It will raise 
anything that can be raised here, of as 
good quality and in as great quantities. 
' There is no use in blinding our eyes to 
the facts above related. 
The people of 
South California are deceiving no one else 
but themselves. 
W hen they tell Eastern 
people that the northern and central parts 
of the State cannot offer just as good land 
as they have, and that more can lie got off 
from ten acres here than from fifty there 
they are simply lying and the tenderfeet 
have begun to find it out. 
And when 
South California charges 
them §30 a 
month for rooms they can get in towns and 
cities farther north for §15 and §20 they 
are going north to stay. 
W hat is to be 
done ? 
W hy, bring our prices down to 
reasonable figures and quit crying about 
the North lying about us, and quit lying 
about the North. 
W hen a tenderfoot 
stops here don’t drive him away by charg­ 
ing him double for a room what he will 
have to pay for lodging fully as good in 
Sacramento, Oakland or San Francisco. 
When he wants to buy land ask him a 
price that will compete with the same 
qualities of land in Sunol, Livermore or 
Capay valleys. 
Don't lie to him by assert­ 
ing that he can do better with ten acres 
here than he can with fifty there. 
H e 
will find you are lying and will keep other 
people away by telling them so. 
If the people of South California expect 
any business this year, they want to begin 
to get it by being honest with themselves. 
Then they will be honest with other peo­ 
ple, and will get their share of the immi­ 
gration coming.

OPERA AND VOICE. 


T h e F ie ld o f th e W a g n e r M usic a n d its 
E ffect on S o n g sters. 
The best singers of Wagner's music to­ 
day are the singers who were trained in 
the old Italian school 
and developed 
through the practice of Italian opera. But, 
unfortunatelv, these singers are dying out, 
and their successors have neither their 
training nor their practice to fortify them 
against the demands of “ the music of the 
future.” 
It is the fashion to assert that “ Italian 
opera is dead,” and this in face of the fact 
that the greatest living singer sings onlv 
Italian opera. 
It is an absurd assertion, 
for there will always be voices for which 
florid music is better suited than any other, 
and there will always He listeners who pre­ 
fer brilliant execution to heavy recitative. 
Patti will never want for an audience, nor 
wili any other singer who is perfect in her 
art. 
The trouble is that the increasing 
popularity of German opera has caused a 


proportionate carelessness in the render­ 
ing of the works of the rival school, and 
therefore it is no wonder that the public 
prefer “Lohengrin” in full glory to “Lucia” 
indifferently jierformcd. 
“ Des Teufel’s 
Antheil ” was recently given in the Royal 
Opera at Munich, and asFraulein Dressier 
cannot sing florid music, Carlo (Toschi's 
trills and run®, which make that role so 
attractive, were om itted! 
One of the 
daily papers acknowledged that the omis­ 
sion was a rather daring innovation, but 
excused it on the ground that “ we Ger­ 
mans do not care mnch for colorature.” 
W hat made the incident still more sur­ 
prising was the fact that only a short time 
previous to 
this maimed 
performance 
Lucca bail sung the role in her most brill­ 
iant manner toa crowded and enthusiastic 
house. 
In the same theater, “ Robert der 
Teufel ” was given not long ago with the 
part of Isabella omitted. 
Think of it— 
Robert without the Gnaden aria” 
The following anecdote will illustrate 
the indifference of the extreme Wagnerites 
to thorough vocal culture. 
One of the 
most prominent devotees of the Wagner 
cult in Germany was recently extolling the 
capacities of Marianne Brandt as an inter­ 
preter of Wagner, when a bystander ven­ 
tured to interpose an adverse criticism re­ 
specting lhat artist’s voice; whereupon the 
music director hastened to exclaim, “Oh, 
she can’t sing at a ll! 
She doesn’t know 
how to sin g! ” and then proceeded in his 
eulogy of her great dramatic power, her 
immense capacity for expression. 
Now 
wheu a thorough musician claims pre­ 
eminence for a singer who “doesn’t know 
how to sing,” it is high time to stop and 
see whither this infatuation is tending. 
The man was more nearly right than most 
admirers of the new school of music would 
be willing to allow. 
Very few of the 
younger singers know how to sing; and at 
all the great musical centers there is an 
immense number of disappointed aspirant®, 
pupils who have broken down before fin­ 
ishing their studies; debutantes who have 
been forced to retire after a short and un­ 
successful probation, artists who possess all 
the 
requirements 
belonging to 
their 
profession excepting the voice, which has 
either been spoiled by wrong training or 
worn out by excessive demands upon its 
power. 
The Wagnerites are accustomed to assert 
that Wagner's music does not injure the 
voice. 
But this pleasing delusion will not 
bear the test of experience. 
Let any one 
listen to Heinrich Yogi when he comes, 
fresli from his summer vacation, to such 
roles as Severus or Don Attavio, and then 
hear him again after he has been through 
the Nibelungen Cyclus, and there will no 
longer he the slightest qnestion as to the 
effect of Wagner’s music upon the voice. 
Yogi has the advantage of a perfect 
method added to the gift of an organ ex­ 
ceptionally strong. 
Yet the tired sound 
does not leave his voice for weeks after­ 
wards, and there is no doubt that his 
power will fail prematurely in consequence 
of the tremendous strain so frequently ap­ 
plied.— Deo mber A tlantic.

Japanese \\ heat-G rass.—T his is a grass new 
to science and to cultiv atio n on th is continent. 
H earing th a t th ere was being grow n an d hig h lv 
esteem ed in New Z ealand a grass w hich hail 
been introduced from Jap an , w e applied to W 
Goldie, D om ain C urator at A uckland, far seed 
w h ic h he kin d ly sent us in 1SS6. T he grow th 
o f the grass, in o u r ex p erim en ta! plats convinced 
u s o f u s value for th is State. Specim ens sent 
for identification to Dr. George Yasey, U S 
B otanist, resulted in his d eterm in atio n o f it as á 
new species, w hich he w ill nam e Agroptjntm 
Japonirum. Dr. Vasey concludes from th e speci­ 
m en we sent him th a t it m ay be valuable for 
pastures. Such is iis record in New Zealand, 
w here it is described as a strong and vigoroos 
grow er, stooling rap id ly a n d abundantly, but 
little aflected by drought and exceedingly h ardv 
producing a reasonable grow th all th e year 
round in th e A uckland distrP t. Its grow th in 
i erkeley agrees closely w ith its New Zealand 
record, and we are desirous o f having it care­ 
fully tried in all p arts o f th e State. 
It seeds 
freely a n d grow ers can soon provide them selves 
w ith seed from a sm all garden bed, in w hich 
w e advise them to sow at first.

means the promotion of the civilization 
and commerce, and the building to com­ 
pleteness of the fairest of all the States. 


GAMBLIHG SCANDALS 


THE LONDON EXHIBITION. 


The proposition to hold a California 
exhibition in London will be considered 
with a view to settling upon ways and 
means at a convention of County Commit­ 
tees called by the State Board of Trade, 
to be held in San Francisco on luesday 
nert. 
The people generally appear to 
Lave responded to the proposition of the 
originator, Mr. Lubin of this city, with 
cordial approval. 
From the outset the 
scheme has appeared to us feasible, and 
the belief in its practicability ami great 
u-efulness has kept pace with the enthusi­ 
asm and public-spirited activity, in the 
matter, of the author of the idea. 
This 
State must gain and maintain very much 
o f its importance as a tourist State; a 
country supremely inviting in products, 
natural scenery and climatic equability, to 
the vast class, constantly augmenting, of 
well-equipped people who travel aud avail 
themselves of the wonderful means of rapid 
transportation to all parts of the civilized 
world, to search out the choice spots most 
conducive to physical comfort and most 
delighting to the senses. 
As London is a 
great center from which travelers in the 
Old World take up their routes, and as at 
that point converge nearly all the tourist 
streams of the world, it is eminently wise 
to advertise in that [dace the claims of this 
State. 
W hile the exhibition will tend to turn 
this way that large and rapidly enlarging 
current of tourist travel which leaves 
something of wealth wherever it touches, 
the display of California products, besides 
demonstrating the claims preferred regard­ 
ing the climatic mildness of California, 
w ill operate to introduce to European 
tastes and demands our fruits, wines and 
other products, and to give place upon 
European tables to many of the choice 
food supplies that distinguish our produc­ 
tion. 
Two great ends are, therefore, to be 
conserved by the exhibition—to increase 
the volume of the current of travel to us, 
and to augment the output of our products 
by stimulating a demand for them. 
Iu the Italian exhibition maintained in 
London, the first is the chief object and 
less stress is placed upon the latter, though 
Italy makes an exhibition of her products. 
Denmark, with her London exhibition, 
lays stress only upon her historic attrac­ 
tion ; she has nothing of production to 
which to invite special attention. 
The 
French exhibit, outside of art and exquis­ 
ite workmanship in the finer mechanical 
products, shows nothing that California 
cannot parallel or eclipse. California will, 
therefore, be able to place in London an 
exhibition—though devoid of works of art, 
fine mechanism and rare textile fabrics— 
richer than any other in objects illustra­ 
tive of natural wonders, picturesque and 
majestic scenery, a climate exquisitely in­ 
viting and products of an order appetiz­ 
ingly stimulant, and will preach louder 
and more truly of the character of the 
country where they are possible than any 
chapters that can lie written. 
Upon pre- 
ci Iv a similar plan the “Roiling Exhibi­ 
tion” of California products, to be sent 
East next week, is projected, though ad­ 
dressed more directly to the element that 
it is desired to have come to us and re­ 
main with us. 
Of course the London exhibition plan 
can be carried out successfully only by 
very careful and discreet business manage­ 
ment, and under compact organization. 
The promoters of the enterprise must be a 
unit in purpose and in action. 
All local 
pride and prejudice must be laid aside— 
the stroke is for California and all of it ; 
whatever comes to one part will operate 
beneficially to all the State. 
In this con­ 
nection it is understood that some idea is 
being entertained of attaching to the exhi­ 
bition an outside show, something after 
the “Wild West” order, of Indians, of vac- 
queros and mustangs of pioneer eras, and 
o f old-time types and the relics of a dead 
and gone California. Such a scheme is not 
wise. 
Any exhibition of that order will 
but cultivate an erroneous idea concerning 
California that is altogether too prominent 
now. 
We have never believed that Bret 
Harte, and the writers who have made 
California the scene of their romances, 
have been otherwise than injurious to this 
State. 
Their characters have been excep­ 
tions, not types. 
We don't want to culti­ 
vate in Europe the idea that this is a rude, 
rough section, with civilization in the 
shell and savagery as yet but partly 
eliminated. 
It 
may 
be 
taken 
for 
granted 
also 
that 
Buffalo Bill 
has 
sufficiently impressed Europeans with the 
thought that the whole region west of the 
Missouri is in a semi-barbarous state, 
where one carries his life iu his palm. On 
th e other hand, it will be entirely proper 
to nave an outside exhibition, illustrative 
of our natural scenery, of our giants of the 
forest, of our mine products and methods, 
■of our antiquities, etc. 
Even comparison 
■of the Mission era with the present by 
architecture and modes of 
cultivation 
would be well advised, as also the contrast 
of primitive methods of mining with the 
agencies of the present, as the arastra and 
the quartz mill. etc. 
The San Francisco Bulletin proposes 
that if the $204,000 due from the Federal 
Government to this State on the Direct 
Tax claim is paid over, that the whole 
sum shall be placed in the State School 
Fund. 
It would be better to let the rev­ 
enues of that fuud flow in through the 
channels already provided. 
Let the State, 
which must back the London Exhibition, 
if it is carried out successfully, place the 
sum referred to to the credit of the London 
Exhibition management when completely 
organized, under such reservation as to 
accurate accounting for its expenditure as 
is wise. 
It will be a fitting means of use 
for a sum of money that comes after so 


The 
R e c o r d - U n i o n has always held 
that gamiDg can be suppressed and the 
laws against it enforced. 
During a por­ 
tion of Chief Jackson’s term in this city 
and also during a part of the term of Chief 
Lee it was suppressed and the soundness of 
the position stated was thus established- 
This journal still maintains, and will, that 
any confession that the laws against gam­ 
ing cannot be enforced is unjustifiable and 
absurd. 
However that may be, the law 
forbids certain games, and city and county 
peace officers are sworn to support and en­ 
force the laws. 
Any idea of compromises, 
therefore, by licensing, are out of the 
question. AVhen the present Chief of Po­ 
lice was elected it was with the under­ 
standing, publicly declared and enunci­ 
ated in a platform, that unlawful gaming 
should be suppressed, and for some time 
it was. 
During the State Fair weeks 
gaming was carried on openly and above 
board, to the great scandal of the city. 
The R e c o r d - U x i o n denounced the shame 
in unmeasured terms, and expressed the 
general public chagrin that the law was 
unenforced. Some time after the R e c o r d - 


U n i o n pointed out that tan and lottery 
games were running in CliinatowD, and 
that their proprietors claimed that they 
paid regular assessments for immunity 
from arrest and that levies were also made 
upon Chinese prostitutes. 
We went so far 
as to print the names of the proprietors 
of tan games and lotteries and indicate 
the localities where they conducted them. 
On the incoming of the new Chief of Po­ 
lice it was expected that such information, 
if no other, would lead to their suppres­ 
sion as well as to a general enforcement of 
the law. 
There appears to be no question 
that unlawful games are run in the city 
in plenty; the only question is, why? 
The first Grand Jury since the removal 
of the scandals is now in session, and is re­ 
ported to be investigating them. 
Let it 
go to the bottom of the whole matter. 
It is expected by the people that the in­ 
quisition will be thorough, aud biame be 
attached where it belongs. 
Heretofore 
exposure and protest by press and people 
have had so little effect in securing needed 
activity and duty doing from police offi- 
¡ cials that disgust has taken the place of 
expectation and greatly displaced hope. 
But since a Grand Jury has been im­ 
paneled that has had the courage to take 
up the matter, let it maintain its resolu­ 
tion until the cancer is excised and the 
whole scaudal laid bare, no matter where 
the knife cuts. 


IT IS OUR BUSINESS. 


The San Francisco ChronicI. labors to 
convince its readers that the United States 
Government is not bound to interfere with 
Germany if that nation wants to take pos­ 
session of the Samoan Islands, and that 
we have no cause to interest ourselves in 
the matter as to who shail rule from 
among the native Chiefs. 
Our contempo­ 
rary is ill-advised as to the facts. 
We 
have several treaties with Samoa that do 
bind us to certain policies. One is that we 
shall recognize the Malietoa line of Kings 
as legitimate governors; another is that 
if the Samoan Government falls into diffi­ 
culty with any other of the treaty powers 
who are at peace with the United States, 
Samoa shall have the right to ask and the 
L'nited States shall extend a protecorate 
over the islands until the difficulty is ad­ 
justed. 
On its part Samoa has granted the 
United States two fine ports, with exclus­ 
ive control over them, so that to all intents 
they are American possessions. 
They are 
the best coaling stations and humors of 
refuge in the southern seas, and as naval sta­ 
tions are conceded to be of universal import­ 
ance to us. 
Samoa also granted to us, by 
treaty agreement, commercial privileges 
that are of constantly augmenting import­ 
> ance. 
Now to claim that under such cir­ 
cumstances, and with Germany doing her

influences actively at work crowding our 
citizens from the islands and sparing no 
effort to control the entire trade of the re­ 
gion to our exclusion—to claim that we 
have no interest in Germany’s proceeding, 
aud should stand aside and see a power 
put upon the throne antagonistic to us, 
and owned and controlled by Germany, is 
worse than absurd. We have very great 
interest, in Samoa, those that will greatly 
expand and which we cannot afford to re­ 
linquish or permit to be absorbed by Ger­ 
many or any other power. 
“The lordship 
of the islands ” is precisely as much our 
business as it is the business of Germany, 
and in fact a good deal more, since we 
have uniformly adhered to the policy of 
standing by a lawful Government which 
by treaty we have recognized, under which 
we have been accorded privileges and im­ 
portant grants, and that frankly expresses 
a desire for our friendship and the exten­ 
sion of American trade and civilization 
within its dominions. 
In short, Samoans 
are friendly to the United States Govern­ 
ment, like its people, desire them to come 
among them, and in every way manifest 
their desire for close relations to be main­ 
tained between the Island Government 
and the Republic. Shal! we turn the 
cold shoulder to such advances by a people 
by no means wholly savage and more de­ 
sirable by far as friends than others that 
mav be named ? 


confessed his crime public indignation was 
manifest anew, and the necessity was 
felt at the trial for a strong guard about 
the prisoner. 
The sentence is not too se­ 
vere. 
The man whose founts of tender­ 
ness are sealed up; who has no heart of 
mercy for the beast of burden that cannot 
escape him ; who delights in the agonies 
of animals, and inflicts upon “man’s best 
friend,” in the animal world, needless 
pain out of unalloyed viciousness of heart, 
deserves to be sequestered for life from as­ 
sociation with men. 
Such characters are 
dangerous to be at large; their hearts are 
abandoned, and the very best thing to do 
with them is to put it beyond their power 
to repeat their offenses, or to turn their 
hands, as they are liable to do, against 
their fellow-men. 


E v i d e n t l y there is trouble in store for 
compositors. 
An Eastern journal, one of 
the oldest that comes to our desk, is 
printed from types set by machinery at a 
rate of speed that gives one man the capac­ 
ity of four. 
Another journal, a Western 
[taper, is printed without types except for 
its advertising columns and head lines. In 
the latter case steel dies operated by keys 
strike the face of the letter into a soft sub­ 
stance from which matrices stereotypes are 
taken. W ith this improvement one man 
does the work of two, and the cost of a 
plant of type is thus eliminated. 
But let 
not the fraternity of compositors fear. 
With these inventions, as with most others, 
it will turn out that the rapidity and econ­ 
omy secured will but enlarge the field of 
labor. 
If newspapers and books can be 
thus more cheaply and rapidly produced 
there will be more printing. 
Newspapers 
will print more matter and oftener, and 
books will be more accessible and more 
read. 
The demand will keep pace with 
the inventions, and as many men be em­ 
ployed under the new as under the old 
system, while the laborer will be benefited 
by less physical discomfort. 
Just as it is 
better for the worker to finger the keys of 
a type-setter or an electro-matrix machine 
than to handle metal types, which are 
more or less harmful to the physical or­ 
ganization, he will be benefited. 


I t is related that on the occasion re­ 
cently of Patti’s appearance in Paris in 
opera, which was announced to be her fare­ 
well in that city, Gounod, with tears 
in his eyes, went down upon his marrow­ 
bones before the woman, and begged her 
to revoke her resolution to not again visit 
Paris; that Carnot, President of the Re­ 
public, hearing the weeping and supplica­ 
tion behind the scenes added his tears to 
the down-pour of sentimentality. 
All 
which is nauseating. 
Patti is the world's 
greatest singer; that the President of 
one of the greatest nations of earth should 
grow briny in the eyes over her departure 
from Paris, not again to return, is perhaps 
complimentary to Patti, but not in keeping 
with the official station of the weeper. 
Patti has more sense than either Carnot or 
Gounod in this matter. 
She knows that 
as age comes on her voice must fail, and 
she prefers, and wisely so, to retire in the 
hight of her fame, leaving memories of 
wonderful power that cannot but lie im­ 
paired by exhibitions of its decline. 


A n absurd claim is put forward that the 
State, bv Act of Legislature in 1859, 
granted to the extreme southern counties 
the privilege, with consent of Congress, to 
set up a distinct government, State or Ter­ 
ritorial, and that the Act is still in force, 
and that Congress can, under it, consent to 
a division of the State. 
Two years ago 
the R e c o r d - U n i o n pointed out that the 
Act referred to could not be availed of. 
The Legislature, by that bill submitted 
the question to the people of the proposed 
new State only, when it should have 
submitted it to the vote of all the State of 
California. 
Moreover, the submission di­ 
rected was not made and it is now too late. 
The State since that time has by action of 
all the people peaceably revolutionized her 
government and declared 
the exterior 
boundaries of her territory. 
Congress 
would never consent to any action as de­ 
sired under an Act that has been dormant 
for nearly thirty years. 
If, however, it 
was disposed to do so, the Act of 1859 was 
in excess of the power of the Legislature 
under the Constitution then existing.

T he 8nprem e Court, in bank, yesterday 
rendered decision in the case of * San Be­ 
nito county against the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company. San Benito county 
sued the com pany to compel it to pay a li­ 
cense for conducting its business w ithin the 
county. T he com pany contended that as 
the railroad was operated under a State 
franchise they were not compelled to pay 
any county license, and the Superior Court 
decided in favor of the plaintiff. 
The Suprem e Court has ordered the de­ 
cision reversed and judgm ent recorded in 
favor of the railroad company. 
In the opinion handed in by the Suprem e 
Court it adm its that it has already banded 
in several decisions in favor of the plaintiff 
in such cases, but is now governed by the 
recent decision of the U nited States Su­ 
prem e Court in ;he case of State of Califor­ 
nia vs. Central Pacific Railroad Company, 
which was iu favor of defendant, and were 
therefore compelled to decide contrary to 
their form er opinions.—S. F. Call.

V olunteer's son, Gloster. a bay geld­ 
ing, seventeen hands high, whose stride 
m easured tw enty-three feet, began trotting 
in 1871. 
In 1874, at Rochester, he earned 
a record of 2:17. 
H e was sent to California

MILITARY NOTES. 


P r o p o se d L e g isla tio n —R ep o rt 
o f H fj o r 
Y V einstock—T ro p h y C o n test. 
At a meeting of the National Guard 
Officers’ Association in San Francisco, De 
cember 3d, which was very fully attended,the 
following proposed amendment to the laws 
governing the National Guard were recom­ 
mended: 
“The members of cadet com­ 
panies must be school-bovs and will receive 
no State support other than having arms 
issugd to them.” This will be equivalent 
to their disbandment. 
Ten new companies will be added to the 
National Guard, making sixty companies in 
all. Of these new companies, it is proba­ 
ble that the First Artillery will be given 
one, particularly if the cadet company is 
disbanded. It is aiso likelv that Red Bluff, 
Marysville and Auborn will put in a claim 
for á company each. 
The maximum membership of compa­ 
nies was reduced to 103 from 120, and the 
minimum from 60 to 50. 
In addition to the exempt certificate for 
seven years’.service, a *'ne bronze medal 
will be given to all who serve ten years ac­ 
tive service, a silver medal for fifteen years, 
and a gold medal for twenty years service. 
Any man who has served a term in times 
past, and is not now a member, can have 
his past service reckoned as a part of the ten, 
fifteen or twenty years, by re-enlisting, as 
the service, in order to get a medal, need 
not be continuous. 
All regimental and battalion signal corps 
are to be consolidated into one single corps 
for each brigade, under the immediate 
charge of the Brigade Signal Officer Com­ 
manding officers of regiments will be al­ 
lowed a signal officer on their staffs as now. 
It was also decided to recommend that 
the number of brigades be reduced from 
six to three—one in the south, one in San 
Francisco and one in the northern part of 
the State, the districts to be named by the 
Board for Location and Organization. There 
will probably be some opposition to tHig 
scheme from the districts which would be 
most likely to lose a Brigadier, but the 
action is right, nevertheless, and would be 
in the line of giving the benefit ot a regi­ 
mental organizatiou to all unattached com­ 
panies. 
The above amendments will be embodied 
in a bill and presented to the Legislature 
for action this winter. 
The Bay papers are still harping on their 
good-shooting' companies. It the sugges­ 
tion made by some officers is adopted, 
somethiug will be done to determine which 
is the best shooting company in the State. 
The suggestion referred to is that ali the 
staffs in the State contribute toward the 
purchase of a grand trophy, to be shot for 
by say twenty-five or thirty men of any 
company in the State forces. If action is 
taken it will no doubt be started by Gen­ 
eral Orton and the staff of the Commander- 
in-Chief, and will be followed by the 
brigade and regimental staffs. The Fourth 
Brigade and First Artillery staffs will no 
doubt back up their troops against all 
comers.

T he com pany 
com m ander inform s m e th a t these m em bers 
have since been quite regular in th e ir a tte n d ­ 
ance, a n d th ere is every prom ise of th e ir con­ 
tin u in g to be so hereafter. 
I find th a t th e e o n ira n v has a full com plem ent 
oi non com m issioned officers, and I find fu rth er 
th a t th e adm irable practice is followed of d rill­ 
ing by squad. 
The com pany is divided into 
several sm all squads no t exceeding four m en to 
each 
F.aeh squad is placed in charge of a non-com - 
m istioneu officer, w ho drills his m en in th e 
school of th e soldier. These squad d rills con­ 
sum e from 30 to 45 m inutes. T he com pany is 
th en form ed, a n d d rilled altern ately by C aptain, 
L ieutenant, and occasionally by a non com m is­ 
sioned officer. The d ri 1 by squad is to be h ig h ly 
com m ended. 
It not alone enables the m en to becom e m ore 
thoroughly perfected in th e school of th e sol­ 
dier, bu t it also creates a deeper interest in eom- 
nauy w ork on th e p art o f non com m issioned of­ 
ficers a n d stim ulates them to becom e proficient 
in th e know ledge of th e ir duties. 
It is to be hoped th a t the practice of squad 
drills w ill be ttrictly adhered to in Com pany A, 
an d th a t it m ay becom e m ore generally followed 
throughout th e N ational G uaid. 
T he unpardonable practice tolerated in Com­ 
pany A of perm itting m en and officers to take 
>art in drills w ith o u tb cin g p ro p erly uniform ed.

THE CITY RAILWAY. 


S om e M isstate m en ta C o r re c te d —W h o IJuilt 
an d W h o O w n ed th e R o a d s. 
E d s. R kcobd-U n io n : The O-street Rail­ 
way was built under the administration of 
N. D. Thayer, who at that time owned a 
majority of the stock of the City Railway 
Company. In 1876 he sold his stock to W. 
L. Pritchard for $17,500, the road at time 
being mortgaged to the Pacific Mutual Life 
Insurance Company for upward of $40,000. 
M r. Pritchard transferred the mortgage to hi 
5,000-acre ranch some nine miles above the 
city, on the Sacramento river. 
He assessed 
the railr ad stock until he sold out about 
all the stockholders. inel> ding those who 
purchased slock of Thayer at the time the 
O-street Railroad was built. The O-street 
line did not pay at any time. Citizens who 
wanted to come down town would not ride 
to Third street, but crossed at Capitol Park. 
Mr. Pritchard saw the only way to accom­ 
modate the majority of the public and 
make his investment pay was to abandon 
the O-street road west of Tenth, and to 
connect the O-street line east of that point 
with K by a road through Tenth street. 
He did so, and the road has been paying 
property ever since. Neither Pritchard' nor 
Carey owned a dollar in the road when the 
O-street line was built, nor did Carey own 
any of it until months after the O street 
line was torn up. It was the only way 
that Pritchard could make any money out 
of the road, and he took advantage of the 
legal situation to help himself out a hole.

THE FIRST PATIENT DOING RE­ 
MARKABLY WELL. 


T h e I n c u b a to r is “ A ll R ig h t,” a n d 
t h e F a th e r is G e ttin g A lo n g

Ward’s Island, says the New York Press, 
was shaken from center to circumference 
yesterday afternoon. It was not an earth­ 
quake, but, for practical efiect, it might as 
well have been. 
The center of the catastrophe was the 
Emigrant Hospital. 
In one of the rooms 
stood a solid-looking box three feet square 
and four feet deep. 
It had a lid, and in 
the lid was set a large pane of glass. A 
fine-looking man, evidently a physician, 
was gazing through the glass with intense 
anxiety, amounting fairly to agony, de­ 
picted iu his face. He stood motionless. 
The box was perforated at the top with 
holes, and warm air, 75° by the thermom­ 
eter, percolated through them. The box 
was divided into two parts by a horizontal 
partition. 
Below the partition was a 
square sheet-iron box filled with water. 
Two tubes entered the small tank from 
the side. They connected with a cylin­ 
drical tin box, under which stood a spirit 
lamp. The lamp heated the water in the 
cylinder, and the hot water ran through 
the upper tube into the sheet-iron tank 
and the colder water in the bottom of the 
tank ran oat into the cylinder and thus 
kept up a circulation of warm water in 
the tank. 
The heat from the water rose 
into the upper compartment of the square 
box, and thus kept up an equable temper­ 
ature of 75°. 
On the partition dividing the large box 
was a miniature bed, soft and comfortable. 
And on the bed lay a minute human being 
14 inches long, with a girth of 12 inches, 
a head as large as a cat’s of medium size, 
and feet and ankles small in projiortion. 
This was a baby, and the man gazing at 
the baby was Dr. A. M. Thomas. ‘‘Only 
asleep, after all,” he finally exclaimed, as 
he broke tixe silence and heaved a sigh of 
relief. 
“ I really feared she was having a 
relapse.” 
The baby was Edith Eleanor McLean, 
and she was born early in September last. 
Her mother, Agnes McLean, came to the 
city from Glasgow late in August; she 
was so ill that she had to be taken to the 
Emigrant 
Hospital, 
and 
there gave 
birth to a baby, which at that 
time 
weighed but two pounds seven ounces, was 
a foot long and hardly three inches in di­ 
ameter at the waist. 
It was thought that 
the manikin 
could not live, but I)r. 
Thomas, who had taken a special interest 
in such minute mortals, and who had al­ 
ready had a “ hatching-cradle,” as he calls 
it, put into process of manufacture, had 
utilized this means of incubation, as it 
were, to sustain the life of the child by a 
proper temperature and gradually lead it 
on to assimilated vitality. The box, with 
its two compartments, witii its cylinder at­ 
tachment, spirit lam p-and hot water, was 
the invention of Prof. Tarnier, of Paris, 
whose plan of saving such weaklings as 
little Edith, Dr. Thomas has resolved to 
give a trial. The temperature at first was 
90degrees. The spirit lamp got away with 
the degrees for a moment yesterday, and a 
rumor is current that the upheaval on 
W ard’s Island was due to Dr. Thomas’ mo­ 
mentary fear that the natural sleep of his 
charge was dangerous lethargy. 


C ondition o f S o u th ern N egroes. 
A good deal of loose talk is heard dur­ 
ing the year about the condition of the 
negroes in the South. 
But there is such a 
thing as honest truth. 
Here is the latest 
bunch of statistics on the subject: 
In the 
South there are now 16,000 colored teach­ 
ers, 1,000,000 pupils, 17,000 in the male 
and female high schools, and 3,000,000 
worshipers in the churches. There are 60 
normal schools, 50 colleges and universi­ 
ties and 25 theological seminaries. They 
pay taxes on nearly $2,000,000 worth of 
property—this in the Southern States, 
which, if including the Northern States, 
would double the property valuation. This 
is a wonderful showing from a race which 
must be remembered by its bulldozing in 
Louisiana, horrible and murderous treat­ 
ment in Mississippi and Virginia, its dis­ 
franchisement in the Gulf States and its 
industrial oppressions in the Carolina*. 
A race that has 200 years of slavery and 
4,000 years of barbarism back of it needs 
no silent sympathy or patient waiting 
when in twenty years it makes such a 
showing.

doubled.—Actt York Teletjram.

Dr. Gladstone has made elaborate in ­ 
vestigations in the schools of England and 
other countries to ascertain the time de­ 
voted to teaching spelling. 
He finds that 
720 hours at least are lost to each scholar; 
that an Italian child of nine years will 
read and spell as correctly as English 
children at thirteen, though tiie Italian 
began his lessons two years later. 
It is 
about the same with Germans and Swedes. 
This extra time is given to civics and 
useful sciences. The illiteracy of English- 
s]>eaking nations is startling. 
There were 
•5,658,144 persons of ten years and over 
who reported themselves illiterate at our 
census of 1870, 6,239,958 at the census of 
1880. 
The nearly illiterate are probably 
as many more. 
England is worse off than 
we are. But the other Protestant countries 
of Europe have almost none. One of the 
causes of this excessive illiteracy among 
English-speaking peoples is the badness 
of English spelling. 
The reform of spell­ 
ing is a patriotic and philanthropic re 
form.—Forum.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 
A few months ago my cousin Herbert 
Mylne, barrister, was found dead in his 
chair at his London chambers from the 
effect, the doctors said, of the rupture of 
a blood-vessel in his heart. 
As his only 
relative and oldest friend, I was the first 
to whom the intelligence was conveyed; 
and when I arrived at his rooms I found 
upon the desk before which he was sitting 
when he died, several sheets of manu­ 
script in his handwriting. 
Searching 
further, I discovered within the desk 
another manuscript. 
The grate was filled

Yesterday I was as happy as any man in

And,

How I met Miss Cardinall at her uncle’s 
house in Lincolnshire last Christmas, and 
how I fell in love with her, I need not 
tell; all that I care to remember to-day is 
that in summer I found myself in the 
neighborhood of Cardinall Grange, in the 
East Riding, and that when I left it I was 
no longer free. 
A few hours ago the name, 
or even the thought, uf Mabel Cardinall 
would have lieen enough to make me rave 
for ten minutes, in the usual way of lovers, 
as n<f.a® sts used sardonically to remark ; 
but now—well, even yet I feel that it 
would not take much to make me do so. 
But, somehow, she docs not seem the same 
to me, and the worst of it is that I cannot 
justify the change to myself. 
I only know 
that it is there, and I know also the cause 
of it; but that cause is so trivial that to 
anyone but a man of sensitive feelings it 
may seem no cause at all. 
This afternoon, then, having nothing 
better to do, I strolled along to the Uni­ 
corn Club, and, after looking into the 
papers, passed into the smoking-room. 
There I found an old college friend, Sir 
George Gurdon, whom I had not seen for 
months, and I stood talking to him for sev­ 
eral minutes. 
It was very seldom that Sir 
George honored the Unicorn—or London, 
for that m atter—with his presence; for 
when he was not shooting in the H igh­ 
lands or fishing in Norway, he was usually 
a few thousand miles off in his yacht. Ac­ 
cording, I asked him, with some curiosity, 
the reason of his visit at this time of the 
year.

Fact is, 
I was cruising about in the Levent when I 
got a letter from the mater asking me 
when I intended to settle down, and telling 
me that she was staving near a girl I used 
to be sweet on. So I thought I might 
humor her for a month or two, and, giving 
my Captain orders to bring the boat round 
to Southampton, I came home over land. 
Leave here by the 6:50 train—and, by 
Jo v e ! its 6 already !” 
I wished him success in his new venture, 
thinking that a 
hansome 
fellow like 
Gurdon, with a rent-roll of £15,000 would 
have no difficulty in pleasing an ordinary 
young lady—or her mamma. 
“1 must he going now,” he continued, 
“or I may lose my train, and there’s not 
another to Stoketon Regis to-night,” 
“Stoketon Regis!” 
“Yes. 
Ho you know the place?” 
I nodded assent, for I happened to know 
it very well indeed, seeing that Cardinall 
Grange was situated not a couple of miles 
from it. 
“Then perhaps you know the lady I'm 
going down to inspect—Miss Cardinall 
her name is. 
But there’s my cab at the 
door. 
Tata, Mylne. 
Hope to see you

A hurried shake of the hand, and he 
was gone. 
From the window I watched 
him enter his cab and drive off, thinking 
what an odious beggar he was, and how 1 
should like to wrink his neck. Such a 
change had those two words—“Miss Car­ 
dinall”—accomplished that, had I met my 
old friend again, I might have done some­ 
thing desperate. 
My first feeling, indeed, 
was exasperation against G urdon; for I 
never thought of Mabel at all for a long 
time after Sir George's departure, and per­ 
haps it was well for that gentleman, or for 
me, that he was beyond reach. 
As in a dream I returned to my cham­ 
bers, and sat down to think over the inci­ 
dents of my encounter with Gurdon.

of Mabel I have suffered for it. Yet I did 
waver, and all kinSs of doubts beset me, 


and more than once I really wondered if it 
would not be better to put an end to them 
by the only means witbin my power.

So far I had written down these words, 
which may be read by no eyes save mine, 
when, having no more to write, I sat back 
in my chair, and 
again allowed my 
thoughts full rein. 
By what channel my 
miud arrived at it I know not, hut soon 1 
was thinking not of Mabel, hut of an old 
friend of mine who had died at my Che­ 
shire home. 
Vasali his name was, and 
when I first met bins he was Professor in a 
northern Italian univer.-ity. Although he 
was a deep thinker and great savant, and 
I the very antithesis uf that, we were 
soon inseparable; and when I left Italy 
it was with his promise that he would 
spend his first holiday with me.

death.

I trust to you to carry it o u t; only beware 
of the third time, and Herbert, bury me at 
home 
” 
I could hear no more; he was again un­ 
conscious. 
He died two hours later, and I 
buried him in his native Florence. 
As for the phial with its contents, I laid 
it away, putting down Yasali's dying 
words as the ravings of delirium. 
Events

gossiping.

It has its practical, politi­ 
cal and sentimental aspects, all of which 
will demand consideration. 
The presump­ 
tion is in favor of the existing order of 
things. 
The burden of proof is upon those 
proposing division. 
The State is large, 
but size alone will not justify division. 
The extremities of the Commonwealth are 
wide apart, but its people are homogene­ 
ous. 
There is nothing in its topography 
to make political division imperative or 
even important. 
For a State of such lati­ 
tude its climate and resources are remark­ 
ably uniform. The existing State govern­ 
ment has shown no incapacity to answer 
the demands of the people from San Diego 
to Siskiyou. 
Political ills that might be 
complained of could not on division be 
kept on the north side of the line. 
A 
State Government for Southern California 
would not be an unmixed blessing. 
A 
capitol outfit costs a good deal of money to 
create and maintain. 
State officers are 
tax eaters. 
Politics are not productive. 
On the contrary, their capacity to consume 
the people’s substance is notoriously pro­ 
digious. 
The great State of California 
caunot be divided merely to gratify the 
jwlitician. 
Her great and grand domain 
should be secure from such spoliation.”

T h e N ew R e la tio n s T h e re b y o f C ou n tries 
to E a ch O th er. 
The San Francisco Call gives a synopsis 
of a lecture delivered by W illiam H. Mills 
before the Young Men’s Christian Associa­ 
tion of San Francisco, on Thursday even­ 
ing, upon “The Era of Rapid Transit in the 
New Relation of Countries to Each Other.” 
The Call says: 
The speaker commenced by disclaiming 
any intention of delivering a formal ad­ 
dress ; he was desirous merely of giving a 
talk on the subject he had chosen. TIPs, 
he said, is the era of rapid transit, and the 
near relations of countries to one another is 
its consequence. 
Rapid transit first affects 
people, then goods aDd merchandise, and 
third, thought. 
By tbe rapid transit of 
men time is saved; time is something 
which once lost is never regained. 
It now 
takes six days to transport a man from San 
Francisco to New York. 
Before the era of 
railroads ar.d rapid transit 100 days were 
consumed in the passage. 
Fully iiinetv- 
four days were thus lost. 
It is to the transportation of humanity 
alone, Mr. Mills went on to say, that this 
rule of rapid transit applies. 
When it is a 
cargo of iron that has to be brought from 
New York to San Francisco there are en­ 
tirely different principles involved. 
It 
matters not how long this iron is on the 
voyage. 
It is purely a question of cheap­ 
ness. Time was when it did not pay to 
transport corn more than twenty miles 
from the place where it was grown. Farm­ 
ers calculated that if the driver of the team 
hauling the corn bad to stay over night at 
the place of destination that there had been 
a loss. 
It was tbe same with hay. 
Wheat 
could be transported a greater distance. 
The railroad changed all this, however. 
They brought markets near to one another 
and enlarged the area from which supplies 
could be drawn. 
Land which previously 
could only have been cultivated at a loss 
could now be tilled with a profit. 
The speaker illustrated his remarks here 
by stating that Albany and New York were 
further distant before tbe era of rapid 
transit than are Council Bluffs and New 
Y'ork now. 


' IN FL U E N C E ON C A LIFO R N IA FR U IT. 
Tracing the effects of rapid traffic, Mr. 
Mills went on to speak of its influence ou 
the California fruit. 
The transportation 
between California and the East had never 
been cheaper than at present, though suc­ 
ceeding years would see still lower rates 
than those now quoted. 
California had 
now an immense makret in the East for 
fruit. The fruit-grower of the interior val­ 
leys of the State is brought within a few 
miles of the great centers of population in 
the East. 
To such an extent is this the 
case that it is possible now to buy fruit in 
New York or Chicago nearly as cheap as in 
San Francisco. 
Divided aniODg so many 
pounds oí fruit the cost of transportation is 
eliminated: it is too small to consider. The 
question of distance is lost when that of 
cost takes its ¡dace. 
When that is moder­ 
ate the vineyards and orchards of California 
are brought within so many miles of Min­ 
neapolis or any other Eastern city. 
Mr. Mills characterized the project of 
sending a representative of California fruits 
to the London Exhibition as the boldest 
challenge to the Old World the New World 
had yet made. Its eventual result, he said, 
would be 
to 
torce 
a 
reconstruction 
of the laws and customs of Europe, par­ 
ticularly those pertaining to the tenure and 
cultivation 
of 
land. 
California 
fruits 
would yet take their place in the European 
markets, and would force out the product 
of Italy, which now holds and controls 
these markets, even though labor in Cali­ 
fornia is higher and the cost of transporta 
tion so enormous. Once this is done the 
Italian will be forced to confront the pro­ 
blem—how a commonwealth, paying wages 
of $1 50 daily, can possibly compete with 
one paying 14 cents wages daily. 
They 
will find out that the land here is held bv 
a different tenure, and that the methods of 
cultivation are more effective. 
Thus the 
old and the new are brought into conflict, 
and there will be a breaking up of the 
feudal system in Italy. 


OTHER ASPECTS OF TH E QUESTION. 
Cheap transportation, Mr. M ills contin­ 
ued, is oue of the causes for the present 
land agitations in Ireland. Continuing, he 
touched upon the interstate law, and the 
long and short haul clause, characterizing 
it as a measure of protection to seaboard 
lands, to keep up their value. 
Concluding, he said that the policy of 
the [Government which leaves commerce 
untrammeled is the best. 
Attempt to im ­ 
pose restrictions and you destroy it. 
He 
alluded to the policy of China in keeping 
herself distinct from the rest of the world, 
becoming a hermit nation. The effect had 
been to retard theprogress of C hintsecivili­ 
zation. 
The result would be same if the 
United States pursued a similar policy. 
Without raising any question, he drew at­ 
tention to the Scott bill, asking if tbe dic­ 
tates of the golden rule had been followed 
in the exclusion from our shores of China­ 
men who bad left hom e before its passage 
bad been thought of. 
Regarding the anti-Chinese spirit of the 
last campaign, Mr. Mills said if tbe man 
passing down from Jerusalem to Jericho 
who fell among thieves and was left strip­ 
ped and beaten on tbe roadside had hap­ 
pened to be a Chinaman, that not eitfcer of 
the 
candidates for President, had they 
passed that way, would have dared to pick 
him up. 
On motion of Captain Hnll a vote of 
thanks was tendered Mr. Mills for his in­ 
teresting address.
